1 . Claims 21-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 21, the prior art neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed 
limitation of two cameras that capture opposite sides of an open book and an opaque 
page that is not a part of the book is placed over a first side of the book that is not 
currently being imaged and then placed over the other side of the book while the first 
side is being imaged and then turning the page to image the next set of pages. 

Claim 30 is a method that corresponds to the apparatus of claim 21 and is 
allowed for similar reasons. 

Claims 22-29 and 31-40 are allowed as depending from a claim that was found to 
be allowable.
